•Approval of a proposed survey of 
Cook county schools looking toward 
possible consolidations was 
voted 
by district board members of the 
county schools at a meeting Friday 
night in the Morrison Hotel. 
The survey, authorized under a 
bill of the legislature at the option 
of school board members, was ap­ 
proved by a ratio-vote of about SH 
to L A committee of five was ap­ 
pointed to make the study. 
The committee members are Al­ 
bert Duncan of Evanston, and Her­ 
bert Mulford of Wilmette, repre­ 
senting the city areas, and Roland 
W. Dunteman of Bensenville, An­ 
thony Trenning of Tinley Park and 
H arry E. Smith of Palatine, repre­ 
senting the rural areas. 
Noble J. Puffer, superintendent 
of county schools and 
ex-officio 
secretary of the committee, said it 
would meet within two weeks to 
make plans for the survey. 


World Wide 
communion services 
to be held Sunday

•Sunday, October 5, is the occa­ 
sion for the second observance of 
“World Wide” Communion. 
The 
first such world-effort took place 
in October, 1940, and met with a 
wide 
response 
from 
Christian 
churches. 
World Wide Communion Sunday 
is sponsored, in this country, by the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America. The Council is 
the largest and most active inter­ 
denominational organization in the 
United States. 
The primary objective of the 
World Wide Communion Sunday is 
to emphasize the bond of fellow­ 
ship that exists between Christian 
people of every denomination, ev- 
{ry creed, every race and every na- 
ion. Such an emphasis seems more 
important now' than ever, w'hen so 
many divisive conditions divide the 
people of the w'orld. 
It is new's when the churches of 
Europe set themselves in opposi­ 
tion to dictators who claim and en­ 
deavor to secure the complete al­ 
legiance of Christians, w’hose first 
allegiance is to God. It should be 
news also when Christians around 
the w*ar torn world set aside one 
Sunday in w hich to lay stress upon 
the strong ties of Christian broth­ 
erhood which bind them together 
in spite of other separating condi­ 
tions. 
Thousands of churches 
in the 
United States, of every denomin­ 
ation and creed, wTill join in this 
united celebration of the Lord’s 
Supper. Every church member, ev­ 
ery Christian, should 
seek to aid 
this wrorld-wide event 
by being 
present in his own church Sunday 
morning. 


Recreation tax 
to go before 
voters Oct. 21 


In response to petitions 
that 
have been presented to Arlington 
Heights park board, an election 
has been called for October 21, 
1941 to give the voters of the 
district an opportunity to express 
their wishes regarding a one mill 
tax for recreational purposes and 
an increase of a half mill tax for 
general park purposes. 
If the voters give their approval 
to the recreational tax it will in­ 
sure the operation of the swim­ 
ming pool each summer hereafter. 
A number of pools in Chicago sub­ 
urbs were closed this year on ac­ 
count of a shortage of funds. Such 
a course would be inevitable in 
Arlington unless some means are 
found to subsidize the pool thru 
private contributions. 
The only other alternative would 
be its 
maintenance by taxation. 
The state law' permits the levying 
of a one mill tax for such a pur­ 
pose. 


State police officer 
not guilty of 
shooting pheasant 


Marvin Carlson, state highway 
policeman who with Lawrence Bar­ 
del another state officer, was ar­ 
rested a few' weeks ago by a game 
warden and accused of shooting a 
pheasant was found not guilty in 
a verdict handed dowm by Justice of 
the Peace E. P. 
Steinbrinck 
on 
Tuesday. 
Testimony in the case of Carlson 
was heard Friday when L. E. Os­ 
borne head of the state conserva­ 
tion department appeared in per­ 
son and prosecuted the case after 
requesting an assistant states at­ 
torney wrho wras present to not take 
part in the case. 
Testimony of the game warden 
and another witness was to the ef­ 
fect that a shot was heard and the 
warden came upon 
a police car 
parked on the roadside with Carl­ 
son and Bardel in the car. 
A pheasant wras found wounded 
in the bushes nearby and the of­ 
ficers w'ere summoned 
to appear 
five days later before Judge Stein­ 
brinck. 
The police officers testified that 
they heard a shot and saw' a car 
pull up to the roadside and then 
go on; according to their story they 
went 
to 
investigate 
and 
were, 
shortly after they stopped, overtak­ 
en by the warden. 
Another witness testified that no 
car other than the police car had 
cone down that road in an hour and 
a half. 
H e warden examined Bardel s 
gun and said it had been fired re­ 
cently, but it wTas fully loaded at 
the time of his examination accord­ 
ing to Bardel. Carlson’s gun was 
not examined.

THE WEEKLY NEWSPAPER 


Since this century began a great change has taken place in the 
publication of the weekly newspaper. 
Weekly newspapers have decreased in number. In the latter years 
of the Nineteenth century few .hamlets were so small as to be without 
a weekly newspaper and in many very small to\vns there were two 
.and sometimes three. They were in truth weekly newspapers. Almost 
every community had more newspapers than it could support. 
The character of weekly newspapers has definitely changed in the 
last 50 years. 
The editor of a weekly newspaper used to sit in his 
easy chair and take in potatoes and cordwood tdr a living. He regarded 
himself as an indispensable character in the community and totok it for 
granted that the town owed him a living.‘He was an institution. He thot 
it quite unnecessary to bestir himself except for two purposes — to 
write a piece taking the hide off his competitor and to go to his 
meals. 
Today the weekly newspaper is a business undertaking conducted 
strictly along sound industrial lines. The publisher and editor works 
and works hard. 
He tries to make his paper interesting and desired and 
to win for it a circulation that will make it a profitable advertising 
medium for the stores and other business undertakings of his commu­ 
nity. 
He thinks he owes something to the community. He owes it 
each week the local news, it is his business to voice the spirit and 
the aspirations of the people of his community, he owes them all 
the leadership of which he is capable. If he discharges these obliga­ 
tions to bis community, he has got to get up in the mo'rning and 
hustle. The editor’s easy chair has gone from the editorial sanctum 
of today. 
The weekly newspaper has a very profound influence in American 
life. 
It is close to the people. 
It is one o'f them. 
It knows their 
thoughts, their problems, their hopes as no editor or board of editors 
of a big metropolitan newspaper can possibly kno*w them. 
The weekly 
newspaper is published at the very grass roots of civilization. 
In a democracy public opinion is all powerful. The weekly news­ 
paper more nearly reflects that opinion than does any other publica­ 
tion. 
Moreover, the weekly newspaper is in a far more favorable 
position to lead than are the city dailies. 
The weeklies can set in 
motion the beginnings of public opinion, and they do.

Consolidation 
beaten in Palatine 
village and country 


Palatine township voted decisive­ 
ly against consolidation 
of the 
townships grade schools Saturday, 
when the proposition was beaten in 
both the country districts and the 
village. 
In the village the 
proposal to 
consolidate was defeated by a vote 
of 254 for to 382 against. 
In the rural area of the township 
the vote was 392 for to 564 against 
or a township total of 646 for and 
346 against. 
The election brought out a heavy 
vote in the rural areas, but a rath­ 
er light vote in the village. 
There has been a lack of public 
demand 
for 
such 
a 
movement 
shown at all of the mass meetings 
during the campaign and the same 
lack of public demand for consoli­ 
dation was evidenced by the re­ 
sults of the election.

Two Barrington 
men shot while 
examining gun 


Two Barrington young men nar­ 
rowly escaped critical injury Fri­ 
day night when the .32 calibre re­ 
volver they were examining was ac­ 
cidentally fired. 
The injured were: Harold Welty, 
21, son of Mrs. Stella Welty, who 
was shot in the abdomen; and Vic­ 
tory “Vie” Klopfenstein, 22, son of 
Mrs. Bertha Klopfenstein, who was 
shot through the hand. 
Both men were rushed to Sher­ 
man hospital in Elgin. Klopfen­ 
stein was dismissed on Saturday, 
and Welty was reported to be rest­ 
ing easily on Wednesday. No sign 
of infection had developed, and he 
was experiencing little pain. The 
bullet evidently missed hitting any 
vital organ. 
The accident happened in the 
Pure Oil station, which Klopfen­ 
stein operates. He had offered to 
sell the gun to Welty, and had tak­ 
en the cartridges out while Welty 
examined the weapon. When Welty 
had completed his examination, un­ 
known to Klopfenstein he picked up 
the cartridges and put them back 
in the revolver. 
WTien the gun was returned to 
Klopfenstein, he demonstrated its 
mechanism by placing his left hand 
over the end of the revolver and 
pulling the trigger, not knowing 
that the cartridges had been re­ 
placed. The slug went through his 
hand and struck Welty in the lower 
abdomen. 
Both men were given first aid 
treatment in Barrington before be­ 
ing taken to the hospital. 


War taxes reach 


church, school 


public welfare 


In response to a request from a 
local P.-T.A. group for information 
regarding the removal of all ex­ 
emptions 
to 
federal 
admission 
taxes, Paddock 
Publications have 
been 
informed 
that 
churches, 
schools, public welfare, and char­ 
itable groups are liable for such 
taxes on all events that are given 
after October I. 
Admission tickets that have been 
sold prior to October I, are not 
taxable, but all persons purchasing 
tickets after Oct. I or paying their 
admission at the door must pay one 
cent for every ten cents or multiple 
thereof. Arr admission fee of 2ic, 
means a tax of three cents. 
A 
charge of five cents means an ad­ 
mission fee of one cent. 
All complimentary tickets, passes 
or tickets sold at a reduction are 
taxed for the regular price. Tickets 
sold to children under 12 years or 
to soldiers and sailors in uniform 
will be taxed only for the exact 
amount that is charged. 
All printers are required to re­ 
port monthly to the internal rev­ 
enue department the names of pur­ 
chasers and the number of tickets 
printed. 
Hereafter all admissions are tax­ 
able. Admissions of 25c or less 
have previously been exempt. 
This is only one of the many new 
war taxes that will hereafter reach 
into every home. 
Tire dealers have discovered that 
they are required to pay a floor 
tax on every pound of tires they 
have in stock. Dealers who antici­ 
pated their needs in order to es­ 
cape the new taxes have learned 
that they must pay a tax on stock 
that was not sold prior to the first 
of this month.

School Schick test 
protects child 
from Diphtheria 


“No child need have diphtheria, 
and to avoid infection from this 
disease, every child should be im­ 
munized and carefully checked at 
intervals with a Schick test to de­ 
termine if they are still protected,” 
the Arlington Heights Health com­ 
mittee pointed out this week. For 
this reason all school children are 
being offered Schick 
tests 
next 
Monday and Tuesday. 
According to Mrs. Clara Lund, 
R.N., of the health center, children 
who have been immunized should 
be Schick tested now' to discover if 
the previously administered 
pro­ 
tective toxoids are still effective. 
She particularly advises parents to 
have children in the first and sec­ 
ond grades Schick tested, espec­ 
ially if the child has never been 
immunized or if there is any doubt 
if the body has maintained immun­ 
ity from toxoids given. 
Occasionally children who have 
been immunized do not retain their 
protection, and the Schick test is 
the most simple and effective w’ay 
of finding those who are no longer 
immune. 
Nor does one negative 
Schick test mean that a child will 
always be immune. The ability of 
the body to maintain 
immunity 
varies with each individual, and the 
Schick test is the assurance that 
the toxoids are effective. Parents 
w ho are uncertain about the Schick 
test should consult their family 
doctor to see if the test should be 
given again. 
Every child should be immunized 
during the first year of life and 
should be protected against this 
fatal child’s disease long before he 
enters school. Through a simple 
skin injection, on the forearm, doc­ 
tors can tell whether or not the tox­ 
oids for diphtheria are still effective 
in warding off the disease. 
Last year 936 cases of diphtheria 
were reported in Illinois, the low­ 
est incidence ever recorded in the 
state. 
Diphtheria is preventable, 
and it will continue to 
decrease 
steadily if immunization and Schick 
testing programs are 
continued. 
The local board of health, the board 
of education, and Arlington Heights 
public health committee are spon­ 
soring the project.

Dear friends: 


Just a few lines as I have a lot 
of time and nothing to do. In the 
past few weks we have had a lot 
of new men added to our camp. 
There are abbut 2,500 men here 
now, and that is almost 2 ^ times 
the size of the town. Our barracks 
will not be done for sometime and 
so all of us are sleeping in tents. 


The weather has been 
pretty 
good too, only lately there has been 
such a terrific wind it almost blew 
our tents down, and gets pretty 
chilly in the late afternoon and 
evening. In the morning we usually 
take a 14 mile hike or we have 
a lot of calisthenics; in the after­ 
noon we play ball, football or we 
can fish or go hiking some more. 


There is a new town starting 
near here, it will be called Por­ 
tage, the government is building 
m railroad tunnel near there and 
it will take 2 or 3 years to com­ 
plete it. There is still plenty of 
work here, in fact more work than 
there is men. This defense in Alas­ 
ka is known as the A. D. C. (Alaska 
Defense Command) and it sure has 
gro’wn in the last few* months.

We live in tents, eat from mess 
kits and in general have no con­ 
veniences. Here we are taught all 
the necessary things 
to 
become 
good soldiers such as military for­ 
mations and drills, instruction in 
guns and pistols, chemical warfare 
and various lectures on things of 
military importance. 
Upon com­ 
pletion of this training we move up 
to the air base to take up our ac­ 
tive duties, what mine will be I 
couldn’t say, because in the Air 
Corps organization there are many 
jobs to be had. I’m hoping for a 
clerk’s job in order to keep in line 
with the work I was doing in civil­ 
ian life. The air base is situated 
upon a high plateau looking over 
the town. It is about six miles from 
town and directly opposite from ' 
this camp. Conditions at the base! 
are very fine, buildings are almost 
identical to other camps, and food 
is excellent. The only thing the 
base is 
comparatively 
new and 
there are many new buildings and 
construction work going on. All in 
all I think I was fortunate in be­ 
ing placed in a branch of the Air 
Corps, which is generally consid­ 
ered to be the best branch of the 
service to be in, at least we don’t 
have the intensive 
drilling 
and 
crow’ded 
conditions 
of 
Infantry 
camps. It is quite possible that 
some of us might not stay out here 
though, they say the base is oper­ 
ating at capacity now*. It has been 
rumored that some of us might 
move back east again if they should 
break up. I hope I can be in the 
group because at the present eight­ 
een hundred miles is quite a sep­ 
aration between me and the people 
back home.

Farm Co-op to 
pay $500,000 
extra dividends 


Nearly $5,000,000.00 in special di­ 
vidends will be distributed, begin­ 
ning October I, to Farm Bureau 
members who regularly insure their 
cars with Illinois Agricultural Mu­ 
tual Insurance company, according 
to information 
received by the 
Cook County Farm Bureau from 
the Illinois Agricultural associa­ 
tion. 
Special dividends are the result 
of a policy laid down when the 
cooperative was organized by Ill­ 
inois Farm Bureaus in 1927. The 
directors aimed to hold premium 
requirements as low as possible and 
yet be consistent with sound in­ 
surance practices. 
Announcing the special dividend, 
Earl C. Smith, president of the 
company, said, “During the years 
of its development, 
the 
Illinois 
Agricultural 
Mutual 
Insurance 
company has maintained a pre­ 
mium schedule that wotild build 
and maintain a surplus approxi­ 
mately 75 per cent of the annual 
earned premium. 
“A careful analysis of the com­ 
pany's experience discloses that, 
although there has been an in­ 
crease in frequency of accidents 
and in claims costs, the annual 
fluctuations in claims are so small 
relatively, that such a surplus re­ 
quirement is greater than neces-

campaign on food | Soil-saving farmers 
increase livestock 


Recently a special 
committee 
from the Cook County Truck Gar­ 
deners’ and Farmers’ 
Association 
and the Cook County Farm Bureau 
made a trip to Benton Harbor and 
Detroit to study these 
markets 
looking towards the establishment 
of a better municipal market in 
the Chicago area. 
Those making 
the trip consisted of Henry Eich- 
holz, E. A. Schoppe and Farm Ad­ 
viser C. A. Hughes from the Farm 
Bureau; Louis Wettermann rep­ 
resenting the Illinois State Vege­ 
table Growers’ Association, and V. 
K. Ekstrom from the University of 
Illinois. 
I he market at Benton Harbor 
was looked over first. This is large­ 
ly an afternoon market 
where 
fruits and vegetables are brought 
in and sold usually to truckers and 
others supplying a rather wide ra­ 
dius of markets. In physical out­ 
lay the market consisted of a rec­ 
tangle of platforms and sheds oc­ 
cupied by various 
Persons 
and 
houses buying on the*market. The 
growers delivered to the market in 
their trucks and formed lines in­ 
side this rectangle. 
As fast as 
loads were sold, trucks pulled out 
and delivered to the buyers. These 
buyers made up loads of fruits and 
vegetables and trucked 
them to 
pear by cities. 
Practically all the 
produce brought to this market was 
graded. There did not seem to be 
a great deal of complaint about 
grading.

Illinois farmers will receive spe­ 
cial allotments on corn, wheat, cot­ 
ton and tobacco, but will have no 
total soil-depleting allotments, ac­ 
cording to an interpretation of the 
1942 AAA program by AAA and 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture officials. 
A new provision of the 1942 pro­ 
gram is that farmers will be re­ 
quired to have 20 per cent of their 
cropland in soil-conserving crops. 
The difference between the sum 
of the special goals and 80 per 
cent of the cropland will be free 
to put in any needed crop other 
than those for which special allot­ 
ments have been determined. 
The soil-bu tiding allowance wili 
be increased over 1941 because of 
a larger crop acreage not being 
included in allotments and an in­ 
creased soil-building payment rate. 
This allowance will amount to 70 
cents times the difference between 
the sum of the special allotments 
and die total crop acres, it was 
explained.
